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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

I Claims 1-24, 31, 45-49, 51-53, 58, 66-67, 84-85, 105-137, 141-142, 145-147 are 
directed to a laser medium comprising H2(l/p) where p is an integer, a cavity, and a power 
source to form an inverted population in an energy level of H2(l/p). 

II Claims 25-30, 32-44, 50, 54-57, 59-65, 68-83, 86-88, 100-104, 139-140 are 
directed to a plasma forming cell or reactor for the catalysis of atomic hydrogen producing 
power, a continuous stationary inverted H2(l/p) population where p is an integer, and novel 
hydrogen species and compositions of matter comprising new forms of hydrogen, a source of 
catalyst, a source of atomic hydrogen, and a mean to form and output a laser beam. 

III Claims 89-99 are directed to a catalytic disproportionation reaction of atomic 
hydrogen. 

IV Claim 1 38 is directed to a plasma forming cell or reactor for the catalysis of 
atomic hydrogen producing power, a continuous stationary inverted population with energy 
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levels given by p2(0.515+-0.151)eV where p is an integer and novel hydrogen species and 
compositions of matter comprising hydrogen, a source of catalyst, a source of atomic hydrogen, 
a controller to cause atomic hydrogen to react with atomic hydrogen to cause EUV emission 
lines with energies of q. 13.6 eV where q is an integer, and a mean to form and out-put a laser 
beam. 

V Claims 143-144 are directed to electricity converted from photons produced the 
inverted hydrogen population. 

VI Claim 148 is directed to a light emitting state of any lower-energy hydrogen 
species; and a power source to form the light emitting state. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 
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The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: the species are different inventions from each other.
